The  ehurch  was  blessed  with  additions  by 
baptism  from  time  to  time,  bull  as  the 
country  was  in  its  primitive  state  at  that 
time,  and  no  permanency  of  settlement  of 
many  of  its  members,  its  dissolution  occur- 
red about  the  year  1840.  But  on; the  4th 
day  of  April.  1847,  the  church  wag!  resusci- 
tated or  reorganized  with  nine  members,  as- 
sisted by  Elder  Philip  I*.  Bowen  (father  of 
the  writer)  who  had  recently  motied  into 
the  neighborhood  from  Clarke  county,  this 
State.  The  church  retained  the  pame  of 
Tidewater  Baptist  church,  and  Elder  Bowen 
became  its  pastor  and  served  tho|  church 
from  1847  to  1859.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Elder  II.  E.  Hempstead  who  serVed  the 
church  during  the  years  1860  and  ’64.  The 
war  between  the  States  came  well  uifht  put- 
ting an  end  to  the  organization.  But  few 
were  left  at  its  close  to  rally  around  the 
banner  of  our  King,  and  were  as  she  >p  with- 
out a shepherd  until  1871  when  Elder  Jos- 
eph Mitchell,  of  Providence  Association, 
Alabama,  became  missionary  pastor  and 
served  the  church  until  1873.  Th ii  brings 
the  history  in  brevity  of  this  church  down

Every  time  an  article  of  food  i$  cooked 
over  it  loses  something  of  (ts  taste.
